The body of Mrs. Harris was 
fou nd in the ru ins of her home, 
Ashland Farm, at three-thirty 
o’clock, by a party of neighbors 
who organized a searching pa r­ 
ty . 
The -body 
was 
horribly 
bu rned: and 
cou ld 
hardly be 
recognized. It was fou nd at the 
sou thwest comer of the hou se 
u nder a pile of brick. 
Appar­ 
ently the brick chimney , "which 
ran u p throu gh the center of the 
hou se, had fallen ov er on her. 


It is 
highly 
probable 
that the 
charred remains of the body of Mis. 
L. B. Harris, prominent clu b woman 
and well known in Ru shv ille, is ly ing 
in the ru ins of her l>eaiitifu l cou ntry 
home, fiv e miles northeast < f Ru sh­ 
v ille. The hou se bu rned to the grou nd 
this afternoon and it is believ ed that 
Mrs. Harris died in the flames. 
At 
three 
o'clock 
the 
mins 
had not 
cooled off enou gh for the searchers to 
begin work. 
Ev ery indication was 
that the body of Mrs. Harris wou ld 
be fou nd there. 
The fire was discov ered abou t one 
o'clock 
this 
afternoon by 
Forrest 
Brooks, who was posting bills in that 
section of the cou nty . 
James Alex ­ 
ander. the nearest neighbor of the 
Harris family , was called, and the 
two men 
endeav ored to 
enter the 
hou se. 
The fire had 
gained su ch 
headway that nothing cou ld be sav ed. 
The 
impression 
prev ailed for a 
time that both Mr. and Mrs. Harris 
were away . 
Mr. Harris was 
known 
to hav e gone to Cambridge City this 
morning, and it 
was thou ght Mrs. 
Harris had come to this city . 
When 
the horse, which she driv es, and a 
bu ggy , were fou nd in the barn, the 
su spicion of neighbors was arou sed. 
Inv estigation led to the belief that 
Aii-. Harris mu st hav e been bu rned, 
as no one had seen her 
since nine 
o'clock this morning. 
E. B. Harris 
was notified at Cambridge City and 
hu rried here on the afternoon train. 
Pau l Harris, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Harris, who 
liv es a short distance 
oast of Ru shv ille was called. 
He arriv ed after all hopes of enter­ 
ing the hou se had passed. 
He was 
of the opinion that the body of his 
mother wou ld lie fou nd in the hou se. 
Pau l cou ld not stay at the scene of 
the fire. 
Tie became hy sterical and 
had to he taken to the home of James 
Alex ander. 
James Alex ander is confident that 


he heard the 
scream of a 
woman 
shortly after noon. He thou ght noth­ 


ing of it at the time, bu t in the light 
of what dev eloped, recalls distinctly 


that he heard the shreik of one who 
was ev idently in distress. 
Mrs. Harris 
was last 
seen this 


morning at nine o’clock, so fa r as 
cou ld be learned 
ibis 
afternoon. 
Abontt that time her son 
Pau l and a 
colored bov , who is emp loyed on th e 
Harris place, left th e Harris farm. 


*o person cou ld be fou nd who had 
seen Mrs. Harris since nine o’clock. 
The su spicion that Mrs. Harris had 
met death in the fire was strengthen­ 
ed, and became an 
accepted 
fact, 
when Pau l Harris arriv ed and said 
that lie had left his mother at home 
at nine o’clock this morning, and that 
she intended to remain there ail day . 
That some difficu lty wou ld be ex ­ 
perienced in finding Mrs. H arris’ body 
if she really was 
bu rned to death, 
was the general belief this afternoon. 
The hou se was a mass of ru ins and it 
is likely that it will req u ire sev eral 
hou rs for 
neighbors to 
search the 
debris. And again it is possible that 
her body might hav e been bu rned to 
pieces since there was no fire fighting 
apparatu s 
at 
hand to 
check the 
flames. 
The origin of the fire will ev er re­ 
main a my stery . James 
Alex ander 
and Brooks, who attempted to enter 
the hou se soon after the fire was dis­ 
cov ered, say that it appeared that the 
blaze had started in the second story . 
The hou se was a mass of flames at 
that time and they were driv en back 
by smoke and heat. Had they known 
Mrs. Harris was in the hou se, it is 
likely they wou ld hav e made an a t­ 
tempt to fight their way throu gh the 
flames. 
The theory was adv anced that pos­ 
sibly Airs. Harris died of heart fail­ 
u re and did not su ffer the agony of 
being bu rned to death. 
She had been 
in poor health mu ch of the time du r­ 
ing her life. 
Airs. H a r r i s was a v ery well known 
woman. 
She was a member of the 
Monday Circle and other 
Ru shv ille 
women's clu bs. 
She was an activ e 
member of the 
First 
Presby terian 
chu rch. 
She was abou t fifty y ears 
old. 
The Harris home was known as 
Ashland Farm. 
It was one of the 
modern farm homes of 
the cou nty . 
The hou se contained eight rooms and 
was comparativ ely new. 
It was im­ 
possible to learn this afternoon ‘the 
amou nt of insu rance carried.

“I, A. G. Shau ek, coroner of Ru -li

testimony is hereu nto attached, do 
hereby find that the deceased came 
to his death by being shot throu gh 
the right lu ng by Roy Linseott, the 
shot being fired from a .38 calibre re­ 
v olv er. 
The bu llet entered the body 
abou t an inch below the ou ter third 
of right clav icle, penetrated the right 
lu ng, sev ered the aorta ju st abov e the 
heart and cou ld be felt ju st u nder the 
point of the left scapu la. 
Death was 
instantaneou s. 
Linseott 
fired the 
shot in a fit of anger.” 
The v erdict describes the AleDaniel 
boy as 'being thirteen y ears old, five 
feet in height, black hair, brown

W ashington, March 12.—Représenta 
tiv e Gallagher of Illinois, Democrat, 
charging that b aseb all is dominated 
by a 
comb ination 
in 
restraint 
pf 
trade, has introdu ced a resolu tion in 
the hou se creating a committee of 
sev en 
memb ers 
to 
inv estigate 
the 
sport from grandstand to b leachers. 
The Gallagher resolu tion recites that 
b aseb all play ers are enslav ed, that cen­ 
tral 
b odies 
apportion 
territory , 
fix 
prices 
“and 
otherwise condu ct the 
sport for pecu niary gain.” 
Mr. Galla­ 
gher wants to b e informed whether 
the “b aseb all tru st” has b een inv esti­ 
gated. and if not. why not. 
The resolu tion b egins b y reciting 
that congress is desirou s of inv esti­ 
gating and secu ring information to 
dissolv e tru sts or illegal comb inations 
in restraint of trade and the lib erties 
of the American people. 
The b aseb all 
tru st is characterized as the “most au ­ 
daciou s and atrociou s comb ination” of 
them all. 
The resolu tion adds: 
“Tts 
officers annou nce daily throu gh the 
press the dictates of a gov erning com­ 
mission. howr competition is stifled 
how territory and games are appor 
tioned, how' the prices are fix ed which 
millions m u st pay to witness the sport, 
howr men are enslav ed and forced to 
accept salaries and term s or b e b arred 
forev er from play ing, and of other acts 
incident to trafficking in a national 
pastim e for pecu niary gain.” 
The speaker is au thorized hv the 
resolu tion to appoint a committee of 
sev en memb ers to inqu ire of the de­ 
partm ent of ju stice as to what steps 
it has taken against the b aseb all tru st 
as it has other illegal comb inations 
to take testim ony that may dev elop all 
the facts relating to the m atter, to sit 
dining the sessions of the hou se and 
the recess of congress, and to send for 
persons and papers and to administer 
oaths to witnesses and to employ su ch 
assistants as may b e needed.”
